ST PAUL, Minn., May 10.— 
Planting trees along Minnesota high- 
| ways is well under way, following 
distribution of nearly 20,000 black 
walnuts, recently received the 
|State Forestry Department from 
Ohio.

The plans of the Forestry Depart-
